It was 
his latest move in a week-long 
effort to picture himself as the

preserve peace.

emphasizing questions of peace 
and war in every speech, still 
seeks opportunities to contrast 
his views with those (rf Republi­ 
can rival Barry Coldwater.

Berlin Wall 
Opens Again 


One-Day Visit 
Is OKd by Reds 


BERLIN (AP) — Thousands 
of 
happy 
West 
Berliners 
streamed into the Soviet sector 
today to visit relatives after the 
Communists opened the Berlin 
wall for the second time in three 
years. 
A few hours after Red guards 
raised the candy-striped steel 
barriers and unlocked the steel 
gates, the official East German 
news agency reported that 6,000 
West 
Berliners 
had 
crossed 
over. 
This was far more than ex­ 
pected. On the first day of last 
year’s visiting period, the first 
the Reds had allowed since they 
built their wall in August 1961, 
only about 4,000 crossed all day. 
At 
the 
Oberbaumbruecke 
checkpoint, the first crossers 
began 
waiting 
in line 
shortly 
after 5 a.m. It was a damp 
morning with temperatures just 
a few degrees above freezing. 
Most of those crossing over 
were older people since today is 
a working day. Only persons 
working for government offices 
were given the day off. 
The visitors carried big shop­ 
ping bags filled mostly with 
such items as butter, coffee, 
cocoa and fresh fruit. They are 
scarce or very expensive in the 
East. 
Passes through the wall were 
good for only one day, until 
midnight. 
The rush through the iron 
curtain was not as great today 
as it was on the first day of the 
Christmas-New 
Year 
visiting 
period. 
About 800,000 West Berliners 
with relatives in East Berlin 
were eligible to apply for wall 
passes 
under 
an 
agreement 
signed last month between West 
Berlin and East Germany. 
This was the second sucn 
agreement concluded since the 
Reds built the wall in August, 
1961, to prevent the escape of 
East Germans. The first agree­ 
ment ran for 
18 days over 
Christmas and New Year. Im­ 
mediately after it expired, new 
talks began and lasted for IO 
months.

text a challenge to a Coldwater 
statement questioning the pro­ 
priety of political endorsements 
by members of the clergy. 
The President said: “I hope 
the day will never come when 
any man, for any cause, will try 
to keep religion out of our na­ 
tional decisions on who shall 
lead us or the direction we shall 
go.” 
A day earlier, rn Cedar Rap­ 
ids, Iowa, Coldwater inserted 
into 
one 
of 
his 
campaign 
speeches a passage in which he 
questioned whether clergymen 
could be giving proper attention 
to problems of morality and, at 
the same time, be providing 
Johnson with endorsements. 
The 
President, 
who 
never 
mentioned 
Coldwater 
in 
his 
remarks, said: “I do not con­ 
demn our churches or our cler­ 
gymen for being concerned that 
America 
meet 
her 
moral 
responsibilities for peace, for 
preserving human freedom and 
human life, and for doing what 
a rich nation can and should do 
to wipe poverty from our land. I 
not only don’t condemn them, I 
thank God for their courage.” 
In talking about political ac­ 
tivities by clergymen, Johnson 
said: 
’Religion must always 
play a part in all that we do or 
all that we hope to do. The men 
of the pulpit have a place in our 
public affairs. We should he 
grateful for their concern over 
the well being of this land, for 
that is what America is all 
about.” 
Johnson, in his Detroit text, 
hit his peace theme again say­ 
ing: “We must be strong — but 
never reckless. We must be

Human Heart 
Replacement 


Hopes Climb 


NEW YORK (AP) — A medi. 
cal team has taken a giant step 
towara the day when surgeons 
may replace an ailing human 
heart with one taken from a 
dead person. 
The team reports that a mon­ 
grel puppy which received a 
heart transplanted from anoth 
er, unrelated dog is still alive 
and “ very active” six months 
later—-a record. 
The doctors named her Ster­ 
na. 
“As her name might imply, 
she’s expected to have a normal 
life expectancy,” according to 
leader of the medical team, Dr. 
Adrian Kantrowitz, director of 
surgical services at Maimonides 
Hospital in Brooklyn. 
Eterna was five or six weeks 
old when she underwent the 
transplant last April 24 at the 
hospital’s 
Edward 
Neimeth 
Institute for Medical Research. 
The team also reported that it 
is working out a way to store 
the surgically removed heart of 
a dog for more than 24 hours. 
The technique is not perfect­ 
ed, Dr. Kantrowitz said, but it 
does portend a start toward the 
development of human “heart 
banks” for cardiac patients.

New Kremlin Chieftains 
OKd by European Reds 


MOSCOW (AP) — European 
Communist parties are falling 
into line behind the new Soviet 
leadership, apparently accepting 
Kremlin explanations that Niki­ 
ta Khrushchev was removed for 
bungling in the Cuban crisis, the 
rift with Peking and an assort­ 
ment of other failures. 
Official 
Kremlin 
statements 
on Khrushchev’s removal 
are 
Communist sources said a docu­ 
ment containing 29 charges —- 
including those on Cuba 
and 
Red China — is being circulated 
in 
Soviet 
Communist 
party 
units. 
The 
Hungarian 
Communist 
party was the first to endorse 
Khrushchev’s removal, declar­ 
ing last Sunday that he had 
made “regrettable mistakes.” 
Polish party chief Wladyslaw 
Gomulka on Wednesday said the 
Soviet 
party’s 
leaders 
had 
“grounds” 
to 
accept 
Khru­ 
shchev’s resignation. 
A Frnch Communist delega­ 
tion sent to Moscow to obtain 
explanations for the power shift 
returned home Thursday after 
issuing a communique empha. 
sizing solidarity of the French 
and Soviet Reds. 
The 
communique made no 
mention of Khrushchev. But it 
said the two parties had frank 
and friendly talks and would 
“continue 
consolidating 
the 
fraternal 
relations, 
bonds 
of 
traditional friendship and mu­ 
tual 
confidence, 
which 
exist 
between” them. 
An Italian Communist delega­ 
tion began meeting with Soviet 
leaders after the French left. 
Communist 
sources 
said 
the 
Italians 
also 
wanted to 
ask 
about Khrushchev. 
The Soviet Communists will 
begin talks with a Danish dele­ 
gation 
Friday. 
An 
Austrian 
delegation also is in Moscow. 


Barry's Home 
Church Mails 


Out Defense 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (A P)-Sen. 
Barry 
Goldwater’s church in 
Phoenix is sending out letters 
to other 
Episcopal 
churches 
around the nation refuting a 
charge of racism made against 
the R e p u b l i c a n presiden­ 
tial nominee. 
The letters, which were to be 
mailed out starting Monday, are 
from the vestry of Trinity Ca­ 
thedral and are signed by Hen- 
nen Forman, senior warden, and 
Derrill B. Manley, junior ward­ 
en. 
They ask that the letter be 
read 
in 
Episcopal 
churches 
around the nation. 
The letter reads, in part: 
“We now feel compelled to 
speak out in defense of an hon­ 
orable and Christian individual 
whom we know and respect, 
with considerably more basis 
in fact that any other area or 
group in this nation can claim. 
“Senator Coldwater has, far 
better than most of us, shown 
the people of this country a 
Christian sature beyond chal­ 
lenge.” 


John Gollan, general secretary 
of Britain’s Communist party, 
said in London he and George 
Matthews, editor of the London 
Daily Worker, would go to Mos­ 
cow next week to “discuss re­ 
placement of Mr. Khrushchev 
and problems in Soviet policy.”

In 1952, Gallup precinct voters 
switched their support to Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and again came 
out a winner. Four years later, 
Gallup rode out another Eisen­ 
hower win. 
In 1960, while nearly all of 
Henry County—and Ohio—were 
going for Richard Nixon, Gallup 
—one of two county precincts to 
do so—switched parties again in 
favor of the late John F. Ken­ 
nedy for its fourth straight suc­ 
cess.

California Vote

SACRAMENTO, 
Calif.

— Few political or religious 
leaders have raised their voices 
in support of a proposed Califor­ 
nia 
constitutional 
amendment 
aimed at nullifying most of a 
state 
law 
banning 
housing 
discrimination. 
But the silent voter apparent­ 
ly has made his decision on 
Proposition 
14 
without 
being 
swayed by the fiery debates 
over the controversial issue. 
Recent polls indicate the ini­ 
tiative measure will carry Nov. 
3. 
The 
proposed 
amendment 
would give property o w n e r s 
absolute discretion in the choice 
of a buyer or renter of their 
property. It would nullify those 
provisions of antidiscrimination 
laws which restrict that discre­ 
tion, and also prohibit the enact­ 
ment of future legislation in the 
same field by the legislature or 
local governments. 
Democratic 
Gov. 
Edmund 
Brown, one of the most vocal of 
the opponents, admitted recent­ 
ly, “I think it will carry but 
there will definitely be a court 
test case immediately.” 
State 
Democratic 
Chairman 
Roger Kent told newsmen his 
party was pledged to “what 
seems a losing cause — a no 
vote on Proposition 14.” 
Joining Brown in opposition to 
the proposal have been Califor 
nia’s two U.S. senators — Dem­ 
ocrat Pierre Salinger and Re­ 
publican Thomas Kuchel. Also 
opposed are the president pro 
tem of the California Senate, 
Democrat 
Hugh 
Burns; 
the 
Republican 
minority 
leader, 
Sen. John F. McCarthy; and 
Assembly Speaker Jesse Unruh, 
one of the most powerful Demo­ 
crats in the state. 
Republican senatorial candi­ 
date George Murphy has re­ 
fused to take a stand on the 
issue. 
Although most religious or­ 
ganizations have condemned the 
measure, 20 members of the 
Ministers of Conservative Asso­ 
ciation in t h e San Francisco 
area spoke up in favor of the 
proposal. 
While the Republican State 
Central Committee did not take 
a stand on the issue, the main 
volunteer 
GOP 
organizations 
support the initiative. 
The Rumford Act, passed in 
the final IO minutes of t h e 1963 
legislative 
session, 
outlaws 
discrimination because of race, 
color, religion or national origin 
in about 70 per cnet of Califor 
nia housing. 
The California Young Repub 
licans board of directors also 
endorsed the proposition. 


Jackie Gets 
Bomb Threat 


NEW YORK (AP) — Federal 
and city officers Thursday night 
made a roof-to-cellar search of 
the apartment and the building 
where Mrs. John F. 
Kennedy 
and her two chilren live, after 
an anonymous telephone caller 
said a bomb had been planted 
in the Kennedy apartment. 
Nothing suspicious was found 
by the FBI and Secret Service 
agents and city police and fire­ 
men. 
Mrs. Kennedy and the chil­ 
dren, Caroline, 6, and John F. 
Jr., 3, did not leave during the 
search, a Secret Service agent 
said. 
At 5:12 p.m., a male caller 
told a telephone operator that a 
bomb would go off in the Kenne­ 
dy apartment. He erroneously 
listed the address as 1050 Park 
Ave. — the Kennedy apartment 
is at 1040 Fifth Ave. 
Police also checked the Park 
Avenue address and found noth­ 
ing suspicious there either.

A 
few years ago it was pranks, 
tome not so childish. A few 
hundred years ago, particularly 
kl England, Ireland and Scot­ 


land, Halloween was dead seri­ 
ous — with emphasis on the 
dead. People went around with 
hearts in their mouths, trying to 
keep spooks and ghosts out of 
their houses. 
Call it what you wish — Hal­ 
loween, Hallowmas, AU Hallows 
even, snapapple night, AU Souls 
eve, nutcrack night, AU Saints 
eve or even teanlay — the boll- 
day is the weirdest we have. 
It’a a combination of an an­ 


cient Roman fruit festival and 
an old English harvest celebra­ 
tion, 
with 
a goodly 
dash 
of 
witchcraft 
from 
the 
Middle 
Ages. 
Romans used to pause each 
autumn to give thanks to Porno. 
na, goddess of fruits and gar­ 
dens. That’s where we get ap­ 
ples and nuts as part of Hallow­ 
een. 
In Britain, the harvests were 
over by the end of October and 
tho English, the Celts and the 


Welsh used to hold festival in 
honor of the sun god. 
The sorcery creeped in when 
the Christian Church in England 
tried to suppress these pagan 
rites. Driven underground, the 
druids added Satan to their list 
of pagan 
dieties. 
They held 
periodic 
meetings. 
Midnight 
was their favorite time. Black 
cats were considered delightful. 
Hie Celtic year ended on Oct. 
31 and these pastoral people 
called it the eve of Samhain. 


Samhain represented both the 
end of summer and a festival of 
the dead. The druids said ghosts 
and goblins went around on that 
night killing animals and steal­ 
ing babies. 
Muck Olla was a good guy. 
But the Celtic delinquents who 
used his name would go from 
house to house, demanding food 
and drink in the early druid 
deity’s name.

Rest Home 
Fire Kills 7 


6 Others Saved 
In California 


COLUSA, Calif. (A P)-Seven 
elderly persons, groping blind­ 
ly in thick clouds of smoke, 
were killed today in a fast-mov­ 
ing fire that burned down the 
Oak Manor Rest Home for the 
aged. 
“They were dead when the 
fire reached their bodies,” said 
Colusa County Coroner Howard 
Moore. He attributed all the 
deaths to carbon monoxide poi­ 
soning. 
Cause of the fire was being 
investigated. 
Moore said a caretaker, E r­ 
nest Linebaugh, 24, and an in­ 
mate, Rosa Rourke, in her 50s, 
repeatedly ran into the burning 
one-story 
wooden 
building 
to 
bring out six other surviving 
inmates. 
Moore gave this account of 
the tragedy: 
Linebaugh was asleep in the 
one-story building when one of 
the inmates, apparently Mrs. 
Rourke, saw smoke in a rear 
wing and made an outcry. 
With the smoke thickening, 
Linebaugh pulled the home’s 
fire alarm. It rang for three or 
four minutes then stopped, ap­ 
parently because the power sup­ 
ply failed. The lights went out 
too, Moore said. 
Meantime, Linebaugh called 
the Colusa fire department. He 
and Mrs. Rourke rushed back 
and forth from the home to the 
lawn 
to 
bring 
out 
inmates. 
Flames were shooting through 
the building. 
Moore theorized that the dead 
inmates had been aroused with 
the rest, when the inside alarm 
went off. But by the time they 
were ready to come out the 
smoke got so thick they couldn’t 
find their way. 
Moore lauded Linebaugh and 
Mrs. Rourke, whom he credited 
with saving several lives. 


Grand Jury 
Names Abbott 


Kentuckian Faces 
Extradition Move 


CINCINNATI 
(AP) — Th# 
Hamilton County grand jury to­ 
day indicted Robert R. Abbott 
on a first-degree murder charge 
in the slaying of a young nurse, 
thus opening the way to start 
extradition proceedings to bring 
him to Ohio. 
The jury returned a true bill 
to Judge Louis J. Schneider aft­ 
er deliberating for an hour and 
40 minutes. The jurors heard 
testimony from close to 50 wit­ 
nesses since they started their 
investigation Wednesday. 
Abbott is charged in connec­ 
tion with the slaying of Wanda 
Cook, 24, Bellevue, Ky. He is 
being held in the Newport, Ky., 
jail. 
Prosecutor Raymond E. Shan- 
non reported that the last wit­ 
ness was heard late this morn­ 
ing and the grand jury began 
its deliberations immediately. 
Prosecutor Shannon was ex­ 
pected 
to 
start 
work 
im­ 
mediately on an extradition re­ 
quest to Gov. Edward T. Breath­ 
itt 
of 
Kentucky. 
Abbott, 
of 
Dayton, Ky., has refused to 
waive extradition. Shannon has 
said it could take as long as 
three weeks to obtain extradi­ 
tion. 
Among the witnesses heard by 
the grand jury was Alice Ew­ 
ing, 22, Fort Thomas, Ky., de­ 
scribed as Abbott's fiance. She 
has admitted helping to remove 
the body in a trunk and placing 
it on a train to Cleveland.

Q: Are there many kinds of 
headaches? 
A: Headache is probably one 
of the most common of all com­ 
plaints. 
The term “headache” is often 
loosely applied to describe any 
kind of pain, distress or vague 
sensation of discomfort in and 
about the region of the head. 
Headaches can occur in t h e 
presence or the absence of dis­ 
ease. Some may be short-lived; 
others may continue over a long 
period of time, and some recur 
at regular intervals. 
Q: What is the major cause of 
headaches? 
A; The list of causes is almost 
limitless. 
High blood pressure, sinus dis­ 
ease, eye conditions, bead injur­ 
ies, infections, tumors and fatig­ 
ue are but a few. 
Dietary and alcoholic indiscre­ 
tions, arthritis of the spine of the 
neck and disease of the blood 
vessels at the base of the brain 
can all produce headache. 
Emotional turbulence, anxiety 
and stress are probably the most 
frequent causes of headaches. 
This wide distribution of the 
cause of headache serves to em­ 
phasize a most important point. 
No one should self - diagnose the 
cause of his headache and there­ 
by produce within himself addi­ 
tional anxiety and fear w h i c h 
serves only to increase inner 
tensions. 
Q; Does the location of a head­ 
ache indicate the cause? 
A: Occasionally it does. More 
often headache is r e f e r r e d 
through the intricate network (rf 
nerves that bring sensation to 


the head from all parts of t h • 
chest, neck, face, jaw and spin*. 
The location, the severity th* 
frequency and the duration of a 
headache are sometimes helpful 
to the doctor in determining its 
cause. Even with this knowledge 
the c a u s e may be evasive and 
need a g r e a t deal of study to 
find its origin. 
Q; Is migraine considered a 
major cause of headache? 
A migraine is not a cause, 
but rather a condition in itself. 
This painful and disabling one­ 
sided headache is a recurrent 
one that is accompanied by nau­ 
sea and visual disturbances. 
Q; What is the cause of mi. 
graine? 
A: Many theories exist. These 
point to endocrine or emotional 
disturbances, allergy, spasm of 
the blood vessels of the brain and 
intestinal upset. These are sus­ 
pected, but none has yet b e e n 
p r o v e n as the true and o n l y 
cause. 
Q: Are there any new treat­ 
ments for migraine? 
A; E r g o t derivatives hav* 
been used with moderate suc­ 
cess when aspirin, caffeine or co­ 
deine have not effectively re­ 
lieved the attacks. A number of 
new preparations are now being 
s t u d i e d that hold great prom­ 
ise for the relief of the despair­ 
ing headaches (rf migraine.

Ohio Pharmacy 
Rule Is Rapped 


Hearing Slated 
For Nov. 6 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Raymond E. Dix, president of 
the Ohio Newspaper Associa­ 
tion and publisher of the Woos­ 
ter Daily Record, expressed op­ 
position Thursday to proposed 
new regulations of the S t a t e 
Board of Pharmacy. 
Dix. in a statement from as­ 
sociation headquarters, said the 
regulations in question would 
limit competition, could lead to 
higher prices, and would limit 
and restrict advertising despite 
a state law forbidding such re­ 
striction or limitation. 
A hearing on the regulations is 
set for Nov. 6 at the State Of­ 
fice Building. 
Dix said the ONA would op­ 
pose the efforts of the pharma­ 
cy board to impose regulations 
which go against existing state 
law. The ONA position on mat­ 
ters of this kind, he said, is 
that the subject is one for the 
Ohio General Assembly to de­ 
cide. The pharmacy board is 
composed of five licensed phar­ 
macists who primarily repre­ 
sent pharmacists, rather than 
the public-at-large, Dix said. 
Main regulation objectional to 
newspapers, 
Dix said, 
would 
designate as “gross immoral­ 
ity” any effort by a pharmacist 
to “degrade the profession” by 
use of such words as “cut rate”, 
“ bargain,” “discount,” “buy for 
less’ and similar wording. Such 
words, Dix said, are used by 
many businesses, are not false 
or fraudulent 
in themselves, 
would limit or restrict the right 
of pharmacists to advertise as 
they wish, and would limit the 
arena of competition for drug 
stores serving Ohio citizens.

The only local tax issue fac­ 
ing Circleville voters Tuesday 
will be a one mill levy designed 
to provide funds for purchase of 
new firefighting equipment. 
The levy, approved by City 
Council last month, would be 
in effect for three years. It 
would produce an estimated 
$60,000 over this period. 
Sponsors of the levy have em­ 
phasized that i m p r o v e d fire­ 
fighting capabilities here would 
be a big step in reducing t h e 
city’s current fire protection in­ 
surance rating. They noted that 
a better classificaion would lead 
to decreased insurance rates 
paid by property owners. 
The one m i l l levy w o u l d 
amount to IO cents for each $100 
of property valuation per year. 
This would mean a yearly in­ 
crease of $5 for property with 
a valuation of $5,000.

By R. H. RAMSEY 
TODAY’S lesson opens in the 
middle of a paragraph, the be­ 
ginning of w hich is a rebuke of

This leads the apostle to a great 
statem ent about the necessity 
for C hristians to be content 
w ith such things as they have. 
Paul does not mean to imply 
that Christians should possess 
nothing more than food and 
clothing, and he does not re­ 
pudiate wealth as such. He in­ 
sists only that when the great 
needs of food, clothing sud 
shelter are met, we should have 
a grateful, contented heart re­ 
garding earthly desires. Earth­ 
ly satisfactions, however, are 
secondary to spiritual satisfac­ 
tion; and since man is only 
satisfied in God, devotion to 
Him is the first condition of 
true satisfaction. 
The apostle follows up this 
matter of possessions with a re­ 
minder that those who possess 
and pursue riches run the dan­ 
g er of falling into great temp- 


digresses to a parenthetical 
paragraph. Verses l l to 14 ex­ 
hort Timothy to flee from such 
things as a hunger for gold, 
envy and wrangling, because he 
is a man of God—as every 
Christian is—and has a great 
responsibility to the church. 
This turning his back on the 
love of money and all it in­ 
volves however, is not enough. 
He is to follow after the great 
virtues which come from the 
indwelling of the Holy Spirit: 
righteousness, godliness, faith, 
love, patience and meekness. 
Armed with these virtues, 
Timothy should, as Paul him­ 
self has done, fight the good 
fight against the enemies of the 
faith and remain strong in the 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ 
in the great battle for the Gos­ 
pel and the souls of men; to 
utilise every available weapon, 
the most powerful of which is 
the redemption and eternal life. 
In a general way, this charge 
to Timothy embraces every 
basic aspect of Christian con­

In I Timothy 6:10 we find the 
often misquoted passage: “For 
the love of money is the root 
of all evil”; Note how carefully 
Paul states this fact. Money, in 
itself, is not the root of evil, 
but the love of money is a root 
of all kinds of evil. Love of 
money rears its ugly head in 
unrighteousness, the taking of 
unfair advantage, idolatry and 
selfishness. 
There Is no vice more damn­ 
ing to noble, tender feelings 
than avarice. It is capable of 
extinguishing all mercy, all pity, 
all natural affection. Once ava­ 
rice takes hold, its deathly grip 
is never relaxed. The selfish 
man cannot love, show pity or 
shame, be generous or humble. 
In a crisis he will sacrifice even 
himself on the altar of his god: 
gold. No god ever exacted such 
undivided, ever-increasing devo­ 
tion from his worshipers. 
Paul is not finished with his 
discourse on money, but, as he 
so often did in his letters, he 


ing before Pilate, and looking 
to the future, second coming of 
the Lord Jesus. Paul closes the 
charge with a doxology stress­ 
ing the transcendency of God, 
and ascribing to Him all honor, 
esteem and adoration. 
Now, Paul returns to the sub­ 
ject of money, telling Timothy 
what he should say to those in 
his church who possess wealth. 
They should not be high-minded 
over their riches for they are 
only of the present world and 
are so uncertain that they can­ 
not be depended upon. 
God alone, who provides all 
things necessary for body and 
soul, is their only hope for all 
time and eternity. God does 
not wish than to give up their 
wealth entirely, but to use it 
for good works, for thus they 
will lay up treasures in heaven 
and provide a good foundation 
for Christ to build their lives to 
come upon. With such approval 
for his earthly good works, the 
believer will then enter into 
the fullest enjoyment of that 
life which alone is life indeed.

Then a group of business men 
in the Rossville area formed the 
Rossville Development Corp. It 
purchased from Burlington the 
Peerless plant building and has 
succeeded in getting a payroll of 
about 1,000 persons in several 
diversified industries to move 
in. 
“Operation 
Bootstrap” 
is 
credited with stimulating busi­ 
ness and cutting down unem­ 
ployment in San Juan. Through 
tax concessions and other ice- 
tives, Bootstrap has brought 1,- 
100 factories to Puerto Rico 
since 1950. This is half the is­ 
land's total Most are located in 
the San Juan area because of its 
air and seaport facilities and 
because transportation is poor 
outside the city. 
“Unemployment is not a seri­ 
ous problem in the city but it is 
in the rest of the island,” said 
Ramon Calderon, president of 
the Manufacturers Association 
of Puerto Rico. “The disparity 
is due to the poor roads and the 
reluctance of manufacturers to 
move from this tra n sp o rta l 
center.”
